St at e Hi ghway Progress 


Three million dollars’ worth of the state highway 
b onds were sold yesterday under the advertisement. 
The proceeds of this sale are to b e used to cover con­ 
tracts under way and to he let b y the State Highway 
Commission during the coming month. Ten millions of 
dollars’ worth of these b onds have b een sold, and these 
with the amount sold yesterday, leave b ut five millions 
to he disposed of. 
According to the reports from Sacramento b etween 
500 and 600 miles of this road have b een completed along 
the two main trunk lines. W ork is b eing rushed b etween 
Sausalito and Eureka and the coast line is b eing inspect­ 
ed with a view to ex pediting its completion as much as 
possib le. There is no railroad communication along this 
line at present and most of the land travel is b y auto 
stage. For this reason the commission regards the com­ 
pletion of this work more important than on the valley 
sections where other means of communication are ab un­ 
dant. 
The commission reports that the money now b eing 
raised through the sale of b onds is b eing used ex clusively 
for construction of the highway. 
Its upkeep and main­ 
tenance will b e cared for b y the motor vehicle depart­ 
ment, halt of the vehicle tax going to the state and half 
to the counties for highway preservation and repair. 
The northern office of the commission has b een moved 
from Redding to Dunsmuir, where ex tensive operations 
ar now going on. 
Portions of the road reaching to the 
Oregon line are almost completed, and strips of highwav 
in all portions of the state are finished and in use.
